MORE BUSINESS TO HANDLE 

The reopening of the C. P. R. shops 
which were closed a month ago is good 
news for the employees and for the cities 
in which the shops are located, and an en- 
couraging sign as well of improvement in 
the times. Higher prices for wheat have 
increased the farmer's buying power 1n 
recent weeks, and brought some millions 
pf extra money into Canada. Trading at 
retail stores has taken a spurt in conse- 


quence, 

The outward movement of the wheat 
from the prairies and the inward move- 
ment of goods have given increased trat- 
fic to the railways. While other factors 
have helped, that doubtless has been the 
chief cause of the betterment in the rail- 
ways’ position and outlook, and the direct 
cause of the reopening of the shops for 
the repair of locomotives and rolling stock. 

Railway traffic has in the past been 
taken to indicate the general trend of con- 
ditions. The motor truck and bus have 
somewhat disturbed that basis of calcula- 
tion. But it is still true that the railways 
have to employ men in proportion to the 
traffic they move. That the shops are re- 
onening is a sign that the carriers have 
more bus’ness to handle, and expect to 
have more. 


RULE OR RUIN 

Gandhi has had another fit of the 
dusips, or says he has, and threatens to 
go back to India and start up the rebellion 
again. All because he and the other rep- 
resentatives of India’s numerous and live- 
ly factions have not been able to reach 
an agreement that would suit him as to 
their respective representation in the pro- 
jected Indian parliament. 

In particular the Mahatma objects to 
any arrangement under which the ‘“un- 
touchables would remain a_ separate 
caste.” Meaning in plain language that 
he wants this down-trodden section of the 
people of India deprived of representation 
in the proposed law-making body and left 
to such consideration as they might get at 
the hands of the higher castes who despise 
them and have for centuries treated them 
as dogs. 

The astute Gandhi would have done 
better to stay in India and go on making 
salt in spectacular defiance of the Goy- 
ernment, The round table conference has 
subjected his reputed saintliness to more 
of a strain than it could bear. In India he 
posed as a martyr, with some success. In 
London he is playing the role of a political 
schemer, who aims to make his particular 
faction the law-giver and master of all the 
Sects, castes and cliques which hate it and 
are hated by it. 


PUTTING ON THE BRAKES 

Inspector Popple says the time is ripe 
for another “safety first” campaign with 
respect to the operation of motor cars. 
He presents evidence to prove the case 
that is very convincing. During the first 
ten months of the present year, 184 per- 
sons were injured by motor accidents in 
the city, 86 being children. In 1930 ele- 
ven persons were killed in car accidents, 
while the record for the present year may 
Surpass this gruesome figure. 

It is to be supposed tu.s means the po- 
lice are going to take steps to see that the 
campaign is got promptly under way, and 
that arrest and punishment await those 
who persistently refuse to comply with 
the requirements of the law. In this the 
authorities will have the sympathetic and 
active support alike of those who drive 
with reason and of those who walk. Both 
are potential victims of the reckless 
driver, and should rejoice to see him 
rounded up. 

The coming of winter, with its short 
days, storms, and slippery streets, intro- 
duced a new set of conditions which driv- 
ers should take carefully into account. 
Those who refuse to do so have no one 
but themselves to blame if they wind up 
in the ditch or in police court. A license 
to drive an automobile is not a license to 
trifle with the lives of other people.

This attempt to force Britain to do 
business on the gold basis when it was no 
lonver doing business on that basis natur- 
ally failed. The alternatives were to drop 
the pretence or see Canada’s trade with 
Britain dwindle away. There are other 
countries in which Britain can buy wheat 
and beef, and into which its goods can be 
imported at the actual value of the pound, 
not am artificial value. 

At is entirely to the credit of our Gov- 
ernment that, faced with these alterna- 
tives, it consented to modify the policy of 
pretence to_a degree, and to concede that 
the pound %s worth only $4.40. It would 
have been still more to its credit, and to 
the advantage of the country, if it had 
simply cancelled the foolish orders and 
allowed Canadians to sell their products 
in Britain on the basis of accepting pay- 
ment in British goods at their real value, 
whatever that value may be at the time.

Answer: The California “pineapple 
guava” is not a true guava, but is of 
closely related and similar type. It docs 
not appeal to all tastes as a raw 
fru't, but is frequently cooked and 
canned as jam, jolly, or “cheese” and 
syrup. One should use very little if 
any sugar in its preparation, Guava 
paste, or “cheese,” is the frult reduced 
by boiling, the m‘nor grades con- 
sisting principally of the pulp residue 
after the extracton of the jelly. It 
should be solid enough to slice well 
and is most appropriate'y served with 
the cheese course. It should be con- 
sumed as fcesh as possible because of 
its tendency to crystallize. The m'n- 
eral con‘ent of p!neapple guava is 
87.5%, protein 1.30%, fat .7%, suger 
8%, and other mincrals 2.5%, consist- 
ing prneipally of potassium, phos-

That, in all my questioning through- 
out the locali.y, is the most convincing evi- 
dence I found of the power of witchcraft to 
infiict suffering. 

t.ecently in British Columbia two Indians 
were given one year’s suspended sentence for 
trying with much noise and incantation to 
remove the spirit of a bear from the throat 
of a chief at Hagwillec.

‘aA YOUNG woman who is called ‘Susie 

Jane” and is a professional witch eradi- 
cator, said to me, “Half the old women here 
are witches.”
